Liquor Probe Being ap ped 
Low Blames Federal Govt.) 


It is apparent through ac-| 
tions at Ottawa and Alberta) 
that the whole effect of liquor 
restrictions in Canada is that 
“we are gradually getting pro- 
hibition by back-door meth- 
ods,’ Mayor Andrew Davison} 
(Ind., Calgary) declared in 
the Alberta Legislature| 
Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Davison was speaking in | 
the House in support of a resolu- 
tion he introduced, calling for 
the appointment of a three-man 
commission to investigate the li- | 
quor problem in Alberta. One 
member of the commission would 
be a member of the Legislature; 
a second, a representative of the 
Alberta Liquor Control Board, | 
and the third, a representative of 
organized labor. The resolution 
was seconded by George Mac- 
Lachlan (Ind., Pembina). 

In moving his resolution, Mayor 
Davison said that while Ottawa was 
probably guilty. of “bungling of the 
worst kind” in handling the liquor 
situation, Alberta authorities also 
were guilty of some errors in judg-| 
ment. 


DOUBTS “TIPPING OFF” 


Regarding the statement made in| 
he Legislature Tuesday by Hon.| 
Solon E. Low, provincial treasurer, | 
that some eastern provinces had} 
been “tipped off’ about impending 
Dominion restrictions on liquor, Mr. | 
Davison said he was not satisfied} 
that this was so. Possibly some pro- 
vinces had the foresight to lay in ad- 
ditional supplies, he suggested. 

The member quoted evidence! 
given by Ontario Liquor Control 
Board Chairman Gordon, before 
sessions of the public accounts com- 
mittee of the Ontario Legislature | 
last year 

Mr. Davison said Mr. Gordon 
had told the committee that he 
had received no notification from 
Ottawa that the problem of liquor 
restrictions would have to be 
faced. The only notification re- 
ceived was in regard to the 
rationing of beer, prior to issu- 
ance of the order. There was no 
foreknowledge of the liquor 
restrictions, before they became 
in force.

With only minor changes from 
the 1943 agreement, the Dominion- 
provincial farm labor agreement 
has been sent to Ottawa for ap- 
proval and signature, Hon. D.|

Social Services 
Tax Bill Is Given 
Second Reading 


By a recorded vote of 31 to 18, 
a bill to amend the Social Ser- 
vices Tax Act was given second 
reading in the Legislature Thurs- 
day afternoon, afte: a warm dis- 
cussion as to principles involved. 


The new legislation is designed to 
enable the minister of municipal 


| affairs to collect the social services 


tax from municipalities and im- 
provement districts by requisition. 
Formerly, the tax has been paid to 
the government as it has been col- 
lected. (The social service tax rale 
is three mills on the land assess- 
ment.) The bill also makes pro- 
vision to adopt a new system of 
municipal accounting. 


RESULT OF VOTING 


When the count was taken on the 
second reading vote, 30 Social 
Credit members and Angus J, Mor- 
rison (Lab.-Edson) registered ap- 
proval, and 16 Independent party 
members, and E. E. Roper (C.C.F.- 
Edmonton) and C. A. Reynolds 
(Ind. S.C.-Stettler) voted against. 

At the beginning of debate on the 
bill’s second reading, a ruling by 
Mr. Speaker Peter Dawson was sus- 
tained by the House by a 31 to 20 
vote, The Speaker had ruled George 
MacLachlan (Ind.-Pembina) out of 
order in his discussion on the bill. 

A second out-of-order ruling 
was given by the Speaker when 
an amendment by D. J. McKinnon 
(Ind.-Gleichen) was introduced. 
This called for the wording of 
the motion before the House 
“That the bill be now read a sec- 
ond time” to be struck out, and 
the following substituted for it:

Martin, (Ind.-Peace River) said 
it would mean a net increased tax 
on municipal districts of 11 per 
cent, and of 15 per cent in im- 
provement districts. The muni- 
cipalities would become liable 
for a larger sum under the new 
plan, and would have to pass this 


on to the taxpayers, he told 
members, 
In reply, Hon. C. BE. Gerhart, 


minister of municipal affairs, said 
there would not be an increase in 
taxation devies on the municipali- 
ties. 

He told of his department making 
a survey of collections over a six 
year period, when it was found that 
in many cases they were in excess 
of 100 per cent, inclusive of arrears. 
The minister pointed out that the 
act, to be on the safe side, pro- 
vides that the minister can requisi-

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‘Relief Money Debts 


It is doubtful if very many people ever 
believed that municipalities or the province 
would take legal steps to collect the money 
which was paid to needy persons under the 
relief plans of the depression years. The 
provincial authorities have given a lead in 
the cancellation of these debts, and Edmon- 
ton’s council is now considering similar act- 
ion on the part of the city. That the debts 
will be written off by the municipalities 
generally as well as_ by the province is 
probable. 

Exceptions should of course be made 
in cases where relief money was obtained 
by false pretences, Nor is there any good 
reason why a person who has grown well- 
to-do inthe meantime should be exempt 
from the obligation to repay. But in all but 
a minority of cases the relief money was 
asked for because it was needed and the 
recipients have not meanwhile attained to 
opulence. 

To enforce repayment would in the 
great majority of instances undo a large 
part of the progress that the recipients 
have now made toward self-dependence for 
the future, and would leave them in poorer 
position to tide through another unemploy- 
ment period should that come upon them, 

The money that was spent in providing 
necessaries of life to people in distress did 
not bankrupt those who provided it, nor 
the communities, [t achieved a fine human- 
itarian purpose and—except in the cases 
cited—the debts had better be written off 
and forgotten.

Why Bomb Berlin? 


There cannot be many munitions plants 
or railway yards left in the Berlin area that 
are still functioning. But the heavy air 
raids go on, increasing in the size of attack- 
ing fleets, and most of them now in day- 
light. That Berlin is worth the expenditure 
of men and materials, considering the use 
that could be made of these forces else- 
where, may be doubted. 

The explanation of the continued as- 
saults on the ruined capital may be found 
in the statement of an air official in Lon- 
don. He said the other day that, having 
crippled the enemy’s aircraft production, 
the next step is to destroy the existing Nazi 
planes. Perhaps the bomber fleets head 
for Berlin as the most effective way to 
coax Goering’s fighters out of their hidden 
hangars and into the air, so they can be 
shot to pieces. 

That is what happens when the fleets 
take the road to Berlin, and it is reason- 
able to suppose this is one of the objects in 
continuing to batter the ruins, Enough of 
the Nazi planes were shot down in two day- 
light raids to keep the Reich factories busy 
for a month, 

For reasons of morale the luftwaffe 
cannot be kept grounded when the head- 
quarters of Nazidom are being bombed. It 
is sacrificing planes faster than they can be 
built, in a face-saving attempt to protect 
the politically sacred rubbish heap from 
further desecration.

None of His Business 


Premier Badoglio was shocked to the 
point of threatening to resign when he 
heard that a third of the Italian fleet was to 
be turned over to Russia. 

That shouldn't block the transfer of the 
ships, if Russia needs particularly ships of 
the types. If Badoglio has any notion 
that the surrendered fleet belongs to Italy, 
or will ever be restored to Italy, the sooner 
he is freed of that illusion the better; and 
he must have been harboring some such 
idea or he would not be concerned in the 
disposition of the vessels, 

Badoglio did not take a penitent Italy 
out of the war; the Allies knocked it out. 
And it is the Allies, not the Badoglio goy- 
ernment, who are paying the price of put- 
ting the war out of Italy. 

When the Marshal surrendered he did 
80 unconditionally, and the fleet and all 
other Italian military assets were handed 
over in so far as he had control of them. 
These the Allies are entitled to use and will 
use against the Axis, wherever and how- 
ever military considerations require. 

It may have been—apparently was— 
Badoglio’s hope that by changing sides in 
the eleventh hour he could blot out Italy’s 
record as a partner in the conspiracy that 
projected the war, salvage some of Musso- 
lini’s armament, and perhaps get back 
some of the lost colonies. The Allies made 
no such bargain with him and it is none of 
his business what they do with Il Duce’s 
ships or any of the other surrendered 
machinery of conquest,

What Is Education ? 


The suggestion has been made in the 
legislature that free university education 
should be made available to all young 
people who are capable of assimilating it 
and using it. The proponent of this 
principle went on to point out that brains 
are not a monopoly of children of the 
well-to-do and that everyone has a right to 
the fullest development of his or her 
natural faculties. 

This thesis is so overwhelmingly right 
that a great many people will take excep- 
tion to it. There will be those who will 
argue that no system of society can afford 
to educate a majority of its members into 
uselessness. 

This negative case will be based, of 
course, on the undoubted fact that our 
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present system of education does appear to 
train young people for types of jobs that 
do not exist in sufficient numbers to 
absorb the output of the universities. Law, 
for instance, has frequently been an em- 
barrassingly overcrowded profession. And 
yet, law schools have continued to turn out 
young barristers with no regard whatso- 
ever to the capacity of the community to 
employ them. 

If, therefore, there is overcrowding in 
any of the learned professions, it would be 
manifestly absurd for any institution to 
graduate young people freely in these pur- 
suits merely because the principle of 
equality gave them a theoretical right to 
demand such training. 

The thesis developed in the legislature, 
therefore would require to be modified by 
existing economic circumstances. 

Further opposition to the proposal will 
arise from the fact that some of our higher 
institutions of learning display an aspect 
and an activity that are much more social 
than educational. There will be an objec- 
tion to spending public money in order 
that more young people may receive the 
social accolade of an unearned degree. 

The complete answer to both these 
objections, of course, is that neither the 
training that is useless nor the trajning 
that merely increases the candidate's social 


- Standing is really education at all. To be 


genuine, education must-follow through. In 
other words, education that really is 
education must show definite results either 
in equipping a young person for a success- 
ful career or with a more cultured ‘and 
receptive mind. 

Free education is defensible and de- 
sirable only when education conforms to 
this definition. y

In other words, we filled up in 
degree with foods which weighed less per 
stomachfull.

The Solomons are one sector only in 
the long, meandering Pacific island front.

No 
air force could long survive a loss-ratio 
of that proportion, and on other sectors 
the Japanese have been losing heavily, 
though probably nowhere in the same 
ratio, For Japan the significance is par- 
ticularly plain because it is not rich in 
materials for constructions That it now 
has fewer planes than when the war began 
is probable.

Germany’s Base Cartel System 


Unscrupulous Methods Are

believe that it was German genius 
that gave to them leadership in the 
chemical realm. Germans fostered 
this idea, Their scientists were 
pictured as supermen and origin- 
ators in research. 

The truth is that all this mytho- 
logical superiority had its incep- 
tion in the discovery by a young 
English chemist (Wm. Henry Per- 
kin), of synthetic aniline dye. 
Perkin was a student in the Royal 
College of London under a Ger- 
man, Professor Hofman (who later 
returned to Germany and assisted 
in establishing the German chem- 
ical industry on Perkin'’s discoy- 
|: ), and while experimenting for 
|production, of artificial quinine 
from coal tar, he, Perkin, discov- 
ered a rich and delicate purple 
solution called mauveine. Out of 
this discovery grew the whole sys- 
tem of the synthetic dye industry 
and its long list of associate chem- 
ical discoveries.

To say that the Originals of 1914 
are disturbed is putting it mildly. 

For many years their treasured 
red chevron, indicating service 
overseas in 1914, has been to them 
a particularly honorable and dis- 
tinguished badge of service. 

Now, with the ruling that mem- 
bers of the R.C.A.F, will wear a| 
red chevron for each year of serv- 
ice, and with the further army 
ruling that the black chevrons de- 
noting service will be displaced by 
red chevrons, the Originals’ chev- 
ron loses some of its distinctive 
identity. 

The indignation of the 1914ers is 
comparable to that of a Welsh 
Guardsman forced by regulation to 
watch a member of an English unit 
flash his traditional leek as part of 
his trappings. To the Originals it 
is nothing but heresy. 

And many will sympathize with 
them, Surely the badge so proudly 
won and worn could have been left 
untouched, Surely there are more 
colors than red which could have 
been employed for the worthwhile | 
purpose of indicating length of | 
service, 

True, the R.C.A.F, could have | 
overlooked the significance of the | 
red chevron—although with an | 
Original at its head it is hard to see | 
how this could have been the case. | 
But it is very hard to see the rea- 
son for the army change. The | 
present distinctive black chevron | 
served its purpose excellently. 


Do not suppose that the adven- 
turers were all either merchants 
or fighting men. Some of the 
greatest names in our imperial his- 
tory are those of men who risked 
everything to discover or to feal 
or to preach. David Livingstone, 
for example, was a great mission- 
ary, but equally he was a great ad- 
venturer—the man who discovered 
the whole course of the Zambesi 
and explored Kast Africa in order 
to reveal the horrors of the Arab 
slave trade. Mungo Park and the 
discovery of the sources of the Nile 
Sir John Neill and the ending of 
Slavery in Zanzibar, Rajah Brooke 
and the throne of Sarawak, these 
and countless others are stories not 
only of high achievement but of 
adventurous enterprise. 


It was men such as these who 
made the British Empire, but to 


make the British Empire was far 
from being their object. The Brit- 
ish Empire indeed grew as a sort 
of unintentional by-product of the 
adventurous enterprise of its citi- 
zens, 

The men and women whose ad- 
venturous enterprise, as we can see 
now in retrospect, was in fact res- 
ponsible for building the world- 
wide British Commonwealth as we 
know it today, were far from set- 
ting out with any such deliberate 
purpose. They went to trade, to 
heal, and for the most part it was 
all unknowingly that they set in 
motion the forces which brought 
into being our great world society. 

This war has shown that the 
spirit of adventure burns as bright- 
ly as ever among our people. And 
when the war is over we shall need 
the adventurer as never before,

By revision of its patent laws, 
Germany prevented’ Britain or 
other countries from benefitting 
from these discoveries and fixed 
the dye industry in Germany. 

Not only so, but as young Perkin 
made other discoveries and sought 
to patent them in Germany, they 
would delay by asking for more de- 
tails, which in turn were turned 
over to their own scientists, until 
they had all that was required, 
then the new discovery would be 
patented in the name of some Ger- 
man scientist and Perkin advised 
that he was too late, and that the 
process was already known. 


This is but an example of un- 
scrupulous German methods and 
democratic complacency, Germany 
stole the origin of its marvellous 
chemical industry from a Britisher, 
while British authorities drifted 
|along in smug complacency, Not 
only were the British negligent, for 
American, French and experts in 
other nations fell into the same 
trap.

The I. G. Farben Corporation—a 
cartel if ever there was one — was 
the most powerful of all German 
military weapons in the First 
World War. It is responsible for the 
introduction of “gas warfare” and 
for many new explosives. 


After the First World War, it re- 
tained most of its plant equipment 
and all its “secrets.” It successfully 
resisted examination in detail by 
commissions from the Peace Con- 
ference. It was not broken up or 
seriously interfered with, although

In course of time it succeeded in 
making close and intimately friend- 
ly cartel arrangements with leading 
chemical and metallurgical indus- 
tries in Britain, France, North 
America, including the exchange of 
new discoveries, patent rights, mar- 
keting controls, price arrange- 
ments, etc. We, of the democracies, 
were once again its dupes—the 
German superman advancing the 
doctrine, 

During the decade 1930-1939, the 
I. G, Farben Coroporation grew to 
be one of the greatest business en- 
tities in the world. and its interna- 
tional ramifications and _ control 
outstripped that of any other. It 
became a cartel of a hundred other 
cartels. It easily and completely 
outwitted the cleverest of Amer- 
ican, British or French traders or 
industrialists, yes, and made them 


like it and applauded, Yet, behind 


the facade of research genius, 
mercantile acumen and industrial 
plant perfection, there lurked the 
gruesome doctrine of German sup- 
eriority. 


What the Prussian Junker party 
is to the German high command, 
the I, G, Farben cartel is to Ger- 
many as a whole—a weapon to en- 
slave or destroy all economic com- 
petition or rivalry so that German 
industrialism alone is supreme. 

Canada and her democratic Al- 
lies can not rest until all contacts 
and associations with this Hun 
monstrosity has been exposed and 
destroyed.

Free Hospitalization Plan 
Is Designed to Save Lives 
Minister Tells Legislature 


By providing free hospitalization for Alberta maternity 
patients, the government will be relieving some 18,000 fam- 
ilies a year of expenditures of approximately $50 each, Hon. 
Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of health, said in the Legislature 
+ Thursday. 

The minister, speaking on sec- 

ond reading of the Maternity Hos- 
| pitalization Act, said the main 
| purpose of the bill is to save lives. 
“Our statistics show that out of 
every 1,000 children born in hos- 
pital seven die. Out of every 
1,000 children born outside of 
hospital 22 die. If we can in- 
crease the number going to hos- 
pitals by providing free hospital- 
ization, it should result in the sav- 
ing of many lives, and give these 
children a start in life free of 
debt,” Dr. Cross stated. 
Speaking of the proposed Domin- 
}ion government health plan in re- 
lation to the free maternity pro- 
posals now before the legislature. 
the minister said that Alberta will 
be in a favorable position financi- 
ally to pay for its share of the cost 
should the Dominion Health Insur- 
| ance Act go through. 


UNCERTAINTY OF 
CONDITIONS 

“IT have not been officially in- 
formed as to whether the Dominion 
act will permit the provinces to 
introduce health insurance step by 
step, or if we shall have to do it all 
at once, or otherwise receive no

Your Baby | 
And Mine | 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
The ages at which babies cut 
their first teeth, as well as the 


strength and whiteness of those 
teeth, are the results of several 
factors. First, the baby’s own in- 
herited pattern of cutting teeth; 
second, the nutrition his teeth re- 
ceived from the mother during 
the pre-natal period; third, the 
nutrition his own diet is supply- 
ing him. 

This means the at which 
|teeth are cut may be varying ones, | 
all well within the “normal” limits. 
Some babies get teeth as early as 
the fourth or fifth month, some not 
until the seventh or eighth month, 
By the time a baby is one year old, 
if he has had all the milk, eggs, 
fruit juice, cold liver oil, cereal, 
vegetables, meat juices or chopped 
meats he should have had, presum- 
ably he will have six teeth. At 18 
months he will have 12 teeth and at 
24 months, 18 teeth or thereabouts. 
The other two teeth of his first set 
will be cut sometime between then 
and the third year. |

Try giving the baby a drink of 
water and a cracker and for a few 
days hold her over until 7 a.m. and 
start the day then, She may sleep 
this hour, or she would be suffi- 
ciently wide awake so she could 
eat, Then her hours would be 7; 
11:30; 3:30 and 6, with 8 ounces at 
each of these meals except the 3:30, 
j;one and bed at 6 instead of 8 p.m.

Civil Servants’ 


Pay Increases 
Are Tabulated 


Following the completion of 
the civil service salary survey in 
1942, salaries of 367 government 
employees increased at Jan. 1, 
1943, to bring them up to the 
new minimums set out for their 
positions, at a cost to the govern- 
ment of $39,310 a year, M. W. 
Robertson, civil service commis- 
sioner, states in his annual re- 
port, which has been tabled in 
the Legislature. 

In addition, a further 1,358 salary 


j increases were granted to civil ser- 


vants after April 1, 1943, amounting 
to $137,290 a year, the report states. 

During 1943, 378 permanent ap- 
pointments to the civil service were 
effected, and 955 temporary ap- 
pointments were made, In the same 
period, 256 persons retired from 
the permanent staff, and 1,016 from 
the temporary staff. 


The report states that in order to] Bear Exploration 


meet the problem of re-instating 
civil servants who are now in the 
armed services, three provisions 
have been made: 

“1, A reserve of positions has 
been created by the introduction of 
a special wartime policy of continu- 
ing employees after they have 
reached the compulsory retirement 
age. As at. Déc. 31, 1943, there were 
65 such employees in the service, 


“2, All male employees en- 
gaged since the war emergency 
of Sept. 1, 1939, have signed an 
undertaking to the effect that 
they realize they may be released 
at any time when employees who 
are on active service return. As 
at Dec. 31, 1943, there were some 
241 male employees who agreed 
to that condition. 

“3. Some 81 married women were 
on the staff as at Dee, 31, 1943, and 
these employees understand that 
they will be replaced as soon as 
conditions caused by the war no 
longer exist. 

Forty-two civil servants enlisted 
for active service during 1943, 
bringing to 612 the number of em- 


ployees who have enlisted since the , 


war started. By years, the number 
joining the services have been: 
1939 (4 months), 80; 1940, 172; 1941, 
167; 1942, 151; and 1943, 42,

asked for a statement by the 
minister of health regarding mat- 
ters brought up earlier in the 
session by an Independent party 
speaker, 


(This speaker had suggested that 
the purpose of the maternity legis- 
lation was to obstruct the Dominion 
government health plan, and had 
asked why free hospitalization was 
not provided for all cancer cases 
in the province.) 


GIVES STATEMENT 


Dr. Cross then made the state- 
ment below 

“The question was asked if the 
purpose of this legislation was to 
obstruct the federal health insur- 
ance scheme, 


“Mr. Speaker, the purpose of this 
legislation is just the opposite. 
1 am convinced that some form of 
health insurance is a step that must 
be taken if we are going to 
properly protect the health of our 
people, The examination of our 
young men 
services revealed that during peace 
time we permitted their physical 
condition to deteriorate to a 
dangerous level and anything that 
we can do to make it possible for 
our citizens to enjoy a better stand- 
ard of living is a step in the right 
direction. 

“You will find, Mr. Speaker, 
no matter what progressive step 
is taken by a government there 
are always some catty individuals 
who will whine that it is being 
done for political reasons. In 
providing free hospitalization for 
approximately 18,000 of our citi- 
zens, we will be relieving 18,000 
families of an expenditure of 
approximately $50 each, which 
can be used to improve the diets 
of and health services to, ap- 
proximately 70,000 children, 

“Another question that was asked 

is why we didn’t pay for the hos- 
pitalization of all cancer cases. 
‘The honorable member who asked 
that question never took the 
trouble to give it much thought. 
If we could say just, who should be 
hospitalized and who should not, 
and when they should leave the 
hospital, there would be some hope 
of administering it properly, but 
J] know from experience that this 
could not be done and I am con- 
vinced it is never wise to pass 
legislation that it is impossible to 
administer, 

DESIGNED TO SAVE LIVES 


“The main purpose of this bill} 


is to save lives. Our statistics show 
that out of every 
born in hospital, 7 die, but out of 
every 1,000 children born outside 
of hospital, 22 die. If we can in- 
crease the number going to hos- 
pitals by providing free hospitaliza- 
tion, it should result in the saving 
of many lives and give these chil- 
dren a start in life free of debt. 

“If the federal health insurance 
act goes through, we will be in 
a favorable position financially to 
pay our share of it. We have pro- 
vided in our estimates for health 
purposes this year $3,200,000. To 
put health insurance into effect, 
we shall have to find another 
$1,800,000, as near as | can esti- 
mate. 

“Five million will be the pro- 
vincial government's share over 
and above the individual tax of $12 
or more per adult, Where this ex- 
tra money will come from, I don't 
know, but I feel sure that if the 
great majority of the citizens of 
Alberta express their willingness 
to pay the individual tax we shall 
be able to finance our part of it. 

“T have not been officially in- 
formed as to whether the federal 
act will permit the provinces to 
introduce health insurance step by 
step or if we shall have to do it 
all at once or otherwise receive no 
grant. If it does allow it to be 
brought about gradually, we are in 
a position to take advantage of it 
as soon as the federal act is passed. 
FREE HOSPITALIZATION 

“I am convinced that the first 
step should be free hospitalization 
for all cases of sickness. 

“Then second, complete disease 


prevention service by extending 
our health unit work over the 
whole of Alberta. 

“Third, providing free medical 


service to all patients. 

“We could take these three steps 
immediately with the assistance of 
the federal grant, plus a very small 
individual tax, 

“We are in a very favorable posi- 
fion in Alberta regarding hospital- 
ization, Approximately 50 per cent 
of our hospitals are municipally 
owned and are now providing al- 
most two-thirds of the cost of hos- 
pitalization by a hospital district 
tax, Five new municipal hospital 
districts were formed last year and 
four new hospitals built. 

“We have six more districts 
asking to be set up this year. | 
look forward to the day when 
every municipality and local im- 
provement district in the prov- 
ince will be included in a hos- 


pital district. Then these hos- 
pitals with their staffs will 
eventually be o° health cen- 


tres, spread throughout the whole 
province, 

“This hospital plan with health 
education and disease preventive 
health units operating in each hos- 
pital district, will give the people 
of Alberta a health service second 


to none in the world. In fact Mr 
Speaker, we have in Alberta’ a 
sound foundation for a_ pertect 


health service and at a cost well 
within our means. We must never 
again let the physical condition of 
our young people get as low as it 
was when this war started, 


DAYS IN HOSPITAL 

“The number of days spent in 
hospitals by our citizens last year 
was 1,100,000, We are now paying 
$545,000 in hospital grants, and if 
this bill goes through, the money 
in the estimates for it will give us 
another $640,000 to be paid to hos- 
pitals, making a total of $1,185,000, 


“We could immediately start pay- 


ing a grant of one dollar per day|

our disease prevention work and 
provide free medical services for 
all our citizens. 


| “After these three steps were 
working satisfactorily the insur- 
ance could be gradually extended 
if the people wanted it until the 
whole act was being complied 
with. 


“Mr, Speaker, I don’t want to 
leave the impression that 1 approve 
| of the federal act. | have not been 
informed of the details in it. If 
there are restrictions that are ob- | 
jectionable I want to be free to| 
oppose it, but this act providing 
free hospitalization for all matern- 
ity cases is just another step on the 
part of this government toward free 
hospitalization for all patients, 
which I feel sure can shortly be 
accomplished, and it will help us 
to take advantage of the federal 
health insurance plan if and when 
it goes through,” he concluded.

the city council set up a special 
committee to inquire into possibili- | 
ties of a housing construction pro- 
gram.

Mr. Ball stated that the housing 
situation is all important. “We must

Mr. Phizacklea stated that he 
felt the housing problem was a 
direct federal responsibility but
